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COMMENTS 
‘Treasurer: 

Due to the fact that all your Treasurer’s records were not 
available, it was necessary to analyze all transactions in order 
to determine the cash balance. 

The checking account was reconciled with the bank and there 
was apparently an amount of $42.55 cash on hand, which, witn 
the cash in the bank, would account for the cash balance as 
shown in Exihibit B. 

The trust fund pass books were examined and the funds listed. 
It appeared that all interest withdrawn from these accounts had 
been properly expended. 

The item of tax deeds, $74.84, carried on the Balance Sheet, is 
not supported by us by a list, as the deed or deeds could not be 
located. It is our recommendation that these papers be located 
if possible, and if you are unable to do so, the account should be 
removed from the Balance Sheet. 


Tax Collector: 


The commitment was compared with the records of the Assess- 
ors and appeared to agree. A fractional gain of forty-one cents 
(41c) was found in figuring taxes. This amount was in the 
town’s favor and was charged to the Collector. 

The abatements were examined for authority and the uncol- 
lected taxes listed. 

It is noted that uncollected real estate taxes prior to 1939 have 
not been secured. Our statutes require that the Collector attach 
real property on which taxes have not been paid by one of three 
ways; namely, tax deeds, liens, or bring suit for collection. 

For all uncollected real estate taxes prior to 1939 your Col- 
lector or his bondsmen are personally responsible until the Col- 
lector brings suit and gets judgment. It is now too late for the 
other two processes. 


Selectmen: 

A detailed examination was made of all receipts and disburse- 
ments posted to the Selectmen’s books. With very few exceptions, 
due to misunderstanding, these records were in good condition. 


General: 

It is our recommendation that in the future your Treasurer 
make proper analysis of receipts so that they can be correctly 
posted on the town hooks; also, that under no circumstances 
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should the Treasurer allow her town records to be out of her 
custody. 

No direct verification was made of any of your asset or liabil- 
ity accounts.

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School Report 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Corn- 
ville: 


It is the purpose of this report to present to you in brief 
form the progress and condition of your schools, and to recom- 
mend a policy to be adopted for improved educational plan- 
ning in terms of more modern concepts of educational offerings. 
It would seem that these recommendations are well within the 
ability of the town to support financially. 


On assuming office, the most immediate concern of your su- 
perintendent was to furnish a more adequate supply of modern 
textbook material. A good workman can do fair work with poor 
tools, but he can do much better work with good tools. With 
this in mind the four lower grades have been Supplied with 
new basic readers, introductory books in arithmetic, histories, 
and geographies. All grades have been furnished with new 
English basic texts. New readers are needed in the 5th and 
6th grades, and the 7th and 8th grades require new reading ma- 
terial. Histories, geographies, arithmetics, and health books are 
needed for grades 5 to 8 inclusive. 


Reading is the major medium through which the child gains 
knowledge and entertainment. The modern schoolroom is not 
merely a place where pupils recite only from basic books. It 
must offer some means for broadening the interest and general 
knowledge of the child and at the same time stimulate that in- 
terest into a desire for still further knowledge. Therefore, each 
school should be well equipped with reference books, diction- 
aries, maps, and library material well within the ability of the 
child to read and comprehend. 


Your teachers are loyal in performing their duties, and dis- 
play much interest in the prograss and welfare of their pupils. 
However, their salaries are way below the average for elemen- 
tary teachers of the state and unequal to salaries of nearby 
towns of like ability. Methods and concepts of teaching. are 
constantly changing and, in order to keep abreast of the times, 
it is essential that teachers should have the opportunity for 
further professional study. It is recommended that the teach- 
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ers’ salaries be increased nominally so that they may take ad- 
vantage of summer school sessions. The cost ‘of this item 
would be insignificant compared with the return received by 
the town in teachimg efficiency. 


It has been a source of pride and pleasure to note the active 
interest taken by the parents in cooperating to recondition the 
school buildings in their sections. That spirit of cooperation in 
a community has been one of our greatest assets as a nation. 
Some of the school buildings, however, are in need of exten- 
sive repairs and alterations such as can be undertaken only 
through funds appropriated by the town. 


The Cleveland school has extremely poor toilet facilities. 
Such a condition is a menace to the health and morals of the 
pupils. It is recommended that funds be appropriated to con- 
struct a woodshed and toilets in compliance with state health 
requirments. 


The exterior of the Brick school is also in need of extensive 
repairs. The seating equipment in the Brick, Cleveland, and 
Lincoln schools is in very poor condition and should have com- 
plete replacements. At the Revere and the Whittier schools the 
seating equipment is in much better condition and only normal 
replacements are required. 


All schools lack suitable playground area and equipment. 
Playgrounds are no longer considered fads, but an impor- 
tant part of the activity program of the schools of today. By 
the proper use of playgrounds, children learn to make social 
adjustments, including respect and tolerance for others, so 
necessary in the preparation of the child for later duties as a 
democratic citizen. 


I would earnestly urge the parents to visit their schools and 
to become acquainted with the teachers. An understanding of 
the school problems and the amount of cooperation between 
parents and teachers determine largely the general success and 
efficiency of the schools. 


At the present time there are 98 pupils housed in five widely 
scattered school buildings. I believe that with sound planning 
for the future, better schools from both an academic and a 
physical standpoint could be offered by the citizens of Corn- 
ville within reasonable financial outlay. 


Following this report appears the financial report of the 
school department, including an estimated budget for the 
next fiscal year, together with other pertinent statistical data. 
The estimated expenditures for next year have been made 
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as conservative as possible consistent with wise economy. 

I should like to express my appreciation to the school com- 
mittee, teachers, and citizens generally who have in any way 
contributed to the welfare! of the Cornville schools.

Art. 35—To see if the town will vote to open the Kinsman 
School. 


Art. 36—To see if the town will vote to raise the sum of 
$313.14 for fire fighting for 1940. This sum is due and must be 
paid. 


Budget committee recommends $313.14. 


Art. 37—To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to purchase a flag for the town hall, the size, quality and 
price to be paid left to them and the purchase price to be taken 
from the Armistice Day fund now in the bank and pass all votes 
necessary respecting the same. 


Budget committee recommends favorable. 


Art. 38—To see if the town will sell the Kinsman School- 
house and if so give the M. E. B. Society the first option of 
buying and pass all votes necessary regarding the same. 
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Art. 39—To see what action the town will take to calling the- 
fire department when there are fires in town. 


Art. 40—To see what sum of money the town will vote to raise 
for advertising our natural resources, advantages and attractions 
under the provisions of Chapter 5, Section 82 of the Revised 
Statues of 1930, said sum to be expended under the direction of 
the State of Maine Publicity Bureau. 


Art. 41—To transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. 


Hereof fail not and have you then and there this warrant 
with your doings thereon.

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COMMENTS 
CASH: 
All cash recorded as received was deposited. 


Payments were made by check from properly authorized war- 
rants. 


The cash balance was reconciled with the bank. 


TAXES: 


The 1940 tax commitment was added and found to agree with 
the Assessors’ record. ‘The total commitment was accounted 
for by authorized abatements, cash, or is still unpaid as shown 
on Schedule 2. 

It appeared that all cash received on prior years’ uncollected 
taxes had been properly accounted for. Those still unpaid as of 
February 15, 1941, are shown on Schedule 2. 


Proper steps are being taken by the Collector toward the col- 
lection of unpaid real estate taxes which, previous to 1939, had 
not been properly secured. 


TRUST FUNDS: 


The trust fund investments were examined and are listed as 
shown on Schedule 6. It appeared that all income had been prop- 
erly accounted for. 


GENERAL: 


A partial check was made of paid bills and as far as our exam-~- 
ination went, all appeared to be proper charges and correctly 
recorded. 


It will be noted that the unexpended balance as carried on the 
books of the Selectmen on Common and Second Schools does 


not agree with the balance shown by the Superintendent of 


Schools at the close of the year. 


A detailed examination was made of the school bills paid and 
according to those records, the amount that we show appears 
to be correct. 


With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external verifi- 
cation was made of your asset or liability accounts.

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Report of Supt. of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Corn- 
ville: 


I hereby submit for your consideration my annual report of 
the condition and progress of your schools. 


In the administration of the public schools, as well as in any 
large business, worthwhile planning must be long-term plan- 
ning. An important part of this planning is to provide adequate 
and modern textbooks, library books, and general teaching sup- 
plies. During the past two years gratifying progress toward this 
objective has been made. By the aid of the state equalization 
fund more books were purchased. In addition to textbooks 
which were badly needed, each school has been provided with a 
modern set of World Encyclopedias and suitable library books 
have been purchased at various times. A child should have fre- 
quent association with good books to stimulate and develop good 
reading ability. Incidentally, good books have no small influence 
on the growth and development of a child’s character. 


Your teachers are loyal and conscientious in the performance 
of their duties. During the past summer Miss Packard, Mrs. 
Hilton, and Mrs. Devereux attended Farmington Normal School. 
This spirit of professional interest should be recognized and en- 
couraged. Miss Smith resigned her position at the Cleveland 
school during the early summer, but due to the scarcity of 
teachers at the salary that could be offered, it was impossible to 
fill the vacancy until after the other schools in town had been 
opened a week. The position is now held by Mrs. Frances 
Jones. All the schools are making satisfactory progress. 


During the summer vacation, new toilets and a woodshed were 
added to the rear of the Cleveland school building by Mr. William 
Roach. This addition is well constructed and a decided improve- 
ment over the original structure. Mr. Earl Smith did a very 
fine job in painting the exterior of the building. Twenty new 
desks were purchased for the schools, but because of war needs 
the order was slow in shipment. 
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Minior repairs Were completed at the Brick school. This build- 
ing is in need of extensive repairs, particularly the outside walls. 
and the foundation. A new exterior door is needed at the Lin- 
coln school. Néw desks are badly needed at both the Brick 
school and the Lincoln school, also facilities for displaying the 
Flag. 


Mr. Palmer very gefierously provided swings at the Revere 
school. This building is in fairly good repair. A new teacher's 
desk Should be provided and a smoke pipe for the stove. 


The parents of the Whittier school district have shown much 
interest in the school and have helped to make it pleasant and 
comfortable. A screen door, book shelves, and clothes racks 
wére furnished out of funds raised by the school. 


All schools need jackets for the stoves. These jackets not only 
provide more efficient heating but are also a protection for the 
health and safety of the children. 


Cornville received generous financial assistance from the State 
in an increased allotment in the equalization fund. The State 
school fund was also increased $100 when evidence was presented 
that the Kinsman school had been closed since 1921. When a 
school is closed and the pupils are conveyed to another school 
the State pays the town the same amount as if the teaching posi- 
tion were still filled. At present ‘the equalization fund can be 
used only for the improvement of instruction, purchase of sup- 
plies, cost of conveyance, and janitor service but there is a pos- 
sibility that the State may limit the use of this fund to the in- 
crease of teachers’ salary only. 


Miss Louise Skelton, State Public Health Nurse, gave free audi- 
ometer tests to the pupils of the Cornville schools. Adequate su- 
pervision of health by trained personnel is a necessary service 
in any well organized school system. Reports released concern- 
ing the rejection of young men for military service because of 
physical unfitness indicate that we have not fully recognized the 
need of guarding and preserving the health of the young people. 
More frequent visits by a doctor or a public health nurse would 
be worth consideration. 


It is pleasing to note the growing interest displayed by the 
parents in the schools. Again it is strongly urged that all parents 
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avail themselves of every opportunity ‘to visit the schools. Schools 
are maintained for the pupils and real successful results can be 
achieved only when the parents and the teachers cooperate, when 
there is a mutual understanding of the problems that confront 
them. 


The financial statement for the current year represents expend- 
itures for 35 weeks of schiool rather than for a full school year 
of 36 weeks. This is because schools started a week late last fall. 
An extra week will be added to the spring term. Therefore, the 
budget for the ensuing year will represent expenditures for 37 
weeks. 


The cooperation of the school committee, teachers, and par- 


ents has contributed much to the success attained in all the 
schools and is duly appreciated.

In accordance with the request of your municipal officers, this 
department, represented by R. M. Parsons, has completed an 
examination of the accounts of your town officials for the mu- 
nicipal year ended February 15, 1942.

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COMMENTS 
CASH: 


All cash recorded as received was properly deposited and is 
summarized on Exhibit B. 


Expenditures were made by check from properly authorized 
warrants aS summarized on Exhibits B and D. 


The cash balance was reconciled with the bank as per detail 
on Schedule 1. 


TAXES: 


The 1941 tax commitment was added and after an adjustment 
of $32.02 was made, it agreed with the Assessors’ records. The 
total commitment was accounted for by cash paid the Treasurer 
and authorized abatements, or is still unpaid as shown by 
Schedule 2. 


The prior years’ taxes were checked in detail to the Collector’s 
records and were accounted for by cash paid the Treasurer, au- 
thorized abatements or were still unpaid as shown by Schedule 2. 


The excise tax receipts were added and according to these 
records all cash collected hhad been accounted for as shown by 
Schedule 9. 


In checking your tax accounts, it appeared very evident that 
real estate taxes were not secured prior to 1940 and that your 
Tax Collector is making no effort to collect same. It is our sug- 
gestion that the municipal officers take this matter up with the 
ibondsmen and demand payment from them for all uncollected 
unsecured real estate taxes. This matter has been called to the 
attention of the Tax Collector for the past two years. 


TAX LIENS AND DEEDS: 


All tax liens and deeds of which we found record were checked 
and reconciled. All payments appeared to be properly recorded 
and those still unpaid are shown by Schedule 3.

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TRUST FUNDS: 


The trust fund investments were examined and are shown by 
Schedule 4. The accumulated interest for the 1941 year was not 
withdrawn. 


GENERAL: 


In checking the school accounts, we found that ithe report sub- 
mitted by the Superintendent of Schools in the 1941 town report 
did not agree with the town records by $154.90. This amount 
agrees with payroll No. 41 of February 15, 1941. The Superin- 
tendent of Schools was not available at the time of this audit 
to explain the difference. 


A test ‘check was made of paid bills, payrolls and cancelled 
checks and as far as our examination went, all appeared to be 
proper charges and correctly recorded. 


With the exception of cash and trust funds, no external verifi- 
cation was made of your asset or liability accounts.

Report of Supt. of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Corn- 
ville: 


I present herewith my annual report as superintendent of the 
public schools of Cornville. 


The demands of war have made serious inroads on teaching 
personnel, and the present war effort has brought added respon- 
sibilities on those charged with guiding the education of youth. 
Among the many unavoidable problems, confronting the school 
officials, the greatest has ibeen, and undoulbtedly will continue 
to 'be throughout this emergency, the scarcity of teachers. An 
increasingly large number of teachers are being attracted by 
high ‘wages paid in industry and in! various departments of war 
work. Many teachers have accepted positions in school system's 
that can offer much higher salariesi than we can afford to pay. 
Educators in the State of Maine are deeply concerned over the 
fact that a great number of our highly qualified teachers are 
leaving the state to accept more lucrative teaching ‘postions in 
other states. In the past, teachers’ salaries, as compared with 
other forms of employment, have been very low and the margin 
of difference at present is very much greater. In order to fill 
teaching vacancies it will be necessary to increase salaries to 
at least the minimum paid by other towns. This minimum should 
be at least $20.00 per week. 


There is at present a bill before the legislature which, should 
it become a law, would increase the state apportionment by 
$90.00 per teaching position. There is a provision in the bill, 
however, that the towns must pay the teachers a minimum of 
$20.00 per week on a thirty-six 'week basis in order to receive 
this additional amount. The State Department of Education has 
for some time been seeking a means to establish a uniform mini- 
mum wage for teachers throughout the state. There is no as- 
surance at the time of this ‘writing that the bill will pass. Al- 
though the possibility of the {bill becoming a law looks favor- 
able, it cannot be considered in the present budget. 


The ‘State Department of Education has helped to alleviate 
the teacher shortage by permitting cadet teachers from the vari-

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ous normal schools to obtain practice teaching in schools where 
it was impossible to ‘procure teachers in the normal manner. 


Obviously, this is merely an, emergency measure and the ad- 
vantages of this plan can be utilized only in certain vacancies, 
depending on conditions. Arrangements were made with Far- 
mington Normal [School whereby a cadet teacher was supplied 
for the Whittier School. This plan has proved highly satisfac- 
tory to date, and the pupils are receiving very good instruction. 


The usual necessary textbooks and supplies have been fur- 
nished the schools. A new blackboard was installed in the 
Revere School and the blackboards in some of ithe other schools 
were repainted. New school desks were purchased for several 
of the schools. Additional desks in the larger sizes should be 
purchased as soon as they become procuraple. 


(No alterations or extensive repairs have been made. Due to 
the shortage of materials and labor some repairs are particu- 
larly difficult to accomplish at this time and those that can be 
postponed without harm are being shelved temporarily. Care 
must be taken, however, not to allow a building to deteriorate. 
The foundations of the Whittier, the Brick, and the Lincoln 
Schools are in need of repair. 


The Office of Defense Transportation has:ruled that a survey 
be made of school bus routes with the primary purpose of elimi- 
nating all unnecessary bus trips. Tt is hoped that existing 
routes will be affected only in a minor way. 


The year has been a most challenging one for the schools as 
well as lfor other ‘walks of life. To all of us have come many 
trials and responsibilities. We realize the need for maintain- 
ing our educational standards and for improving them in so far 
as it is possible. Te teachers are conscientious and are thriv- 
ing to do their best for the pupils in their charge. There has 
been a considerable increase in the enrollment at the Whittier 
School and there have been shifts of numbers of children at the 
other schools due to the migration of families. It has been 
necessary for the schools to assume an active part in assisting 
the rationing programs and other activities pertaining to the 
war effort. 'The regular academic procedures were necessarily 
interrupted during some of the rationing periods in order that 
the school (building and the teachers might be made available 
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for the successful prosecution of this important part of the war 
effort. 


The health of a pupil is of primary importance in his school- 
work. The state law regarding the health of school children is 
very definite. Teachers are required to exclude from school 
children with contagious diseases, also those infected with ver- 
min. It is hoped that parents will cooperate with the teachers 
in this important matter of health and that the children return 
to school as soon as possible. 


May I express my sincere appreciation to the members of the 
school committee, the teachers, and all others who have in any 
way contributed to the welfare of the schools.
